100 years ago 


Hid „Schliemann had one advan- 
tage over other archaeologists of his 
time — he believed unwaveringly in the 
authenticity of the desciptions in Hom- 
er's Odyssey. 

He dreamed of proving the epic true 
even as a child at school, And whon he 
was 48 years old he finally succeeded, 
One hundred years ago this month he 
began his excavations — and. discovered 
Troy. 

But it was a long time before his 
discoveries were recognised by the scien- 
tific world. Archaelogists distrusted thls 
layman wlo was rcally a merchant by 
profession. 

Of course he mude mistakes. In his 
enthuslasm he published his results for 
too soon, mixed reports on the finds witlı

made fresh assertions. 

' One of Schliemann's mistakes was 
decisive. He thought that lhe second layer 
was Flomer's Troy. Hlis close colleugtle 
Dörpfold later corrected lin and con- 
firmed tliat it was thc sixth level thut was 
the Troy of Homer. 1 

Latest resenrch claims thant il is really 
the seventh level. But Dörpfeld ul least 
developed ' unimpeachable excavatlonul 
methods. Because of these the discoveries 
were given official recognition. 

A further critism of Schliemann is that 
his excavations were improper and that 
he destroyed a lot (hat could nat sııbse- 
quently be reconstructed. 

It İs not surprising that Heinrich 
Schliemann was criticised unfavourably as 
a gold-digger after finding the fabulous 
treasure of Troy. 

But he did not dig to become rich. He 
was already rich from his trading activi- 
ties. In fact he was a millionaire. His 
large fortune allowed lıim to spend a lot 
of his time excavating. 
` Schliemann, the son of a Mecklenburg 

astor, was a self-nıade man. He had to 
eave school at fourteen and become an 
apprentice in a grocer’s. : 
` After five years he was affected by 
wanderlust.’ He joined a ship at Hamburg 
tö work his way lo America, But shortly 
after leaving port the ship sank. Young 
Schliemann was rescued by Dutch sailors 
and taken to Amsterdam where he found 
work as a merchant’s assistant, . 

His extraordinary linguistic talent result 
ed in: his firm sending him to Russla for 
two years as its agent, A little later he 
founded hîs own firm in Moscow; running 
` jt .alongside the agency. This is how he 
amassed his fortune. ا‎

Neanderthal man and the flrst exanıples 
of homo sapiens.

Spear tips and, needlles from the late 
Bronze Age were found in the quartz 
deposits of the Upper Swabian lakes. 


The finds from the Bronze Age, Iron 
Age and even the Roman occupation have 
predominantly local importance. Compa- 
rable finds from these periods have al- 
ready been discovered in other parts of 
Europe. : 

The ground. floor of the Ulm collection 
is filled with finds the excavations of 
Konrad Friedrich Hassler who. discovered 
an Alemannic cemetery on Ulnı’s Kjenles- 
berg In 1857 and took examples of the 
tribe's culture from several hundrecl gra-

Researchers have counted 41 women 
and children who fell victim to canni- 
balistic hunger at this macabre event, 
Their bones were found mingled with 
those of animals in a pit near the slte of 
the feast. 


Nearly all the skulls are smashed and 
the bones of the spinal cord have been 
cleanly cut, showing that even as early as 
the New Stone Age homo sapiens knew 
that marrow was nutritious. 


The Albian caves served primitive Man 
for millenia as places of shelter. When 
settlements were later set up they were 
used as supporting positions for hunting. 
These sites are particularly rich in finds 
especially as only a few of the cave 
entrances were blocked with falling rocks. 


But because of slortage of space most 
of the exhibits of Ulm’s prehistoric. col- 
lection wil have to remain in storage. 
Christa Seewald has been in charge of this 
collection since 1961, Most of the ex 
hibits came from her former chief Pro- 
fessor Wetzel who bequeathed his collec- 
tion to the city of Ulm in 1956. 


The oldest exhibits to be found at Ulnı 
come from the Aurignacian stratum dat 
ing from 30,000 B.C. and thus belonging 
to the later periods of the Old Stone Age. 
This is the age where we first find 
evidence of human civilisation.

Publishers want parents to share in 
cost of school text-books 


Hamnr-Brücher many, many years ago 
had not remained witbout offect. 

Leading text-book publishers are still 
producing the sane number of excellent 
books, and not only in outward ap- 
pearance even though experts like Pro- 
fessor Schulz still have a few wishes that 
they would have liked to have seen 
incorporated. But are these books used in 
schools? 


An American survey claims that it takes 
approximately five years for scientific 
results to find their way into school- 
books. It takes the same time in this 
country for new books to find their way 
(Mrov the bureaucracy of tie educatiosı 
ministries and into use at schools: 

Proof coples of books sent out by 
publishers are rarely identical with those 
carried around in our children’s heavy 
satchels. This gives rise to the inıpression 
that a section of the parents interviewed 
are modest in their demands. 

Of course nobody disputes the fuct that 
it is best for scholars to have their own 
hooks, whether parents buy them or, as Is 
common practice in Hamburg, whether 
they are bought by the State and givon 10 
the children,

Although most of them are involved in 
the development of modem learning and 
teaching aids they expect that textbooks 
will remain the mast important part of 
teaching. : 


Dietrich Herbst of Frankfurt's Dlester- 
weg Verlag and chairman of the associa- 
tion speculated that no more than fifteen 
to twenty per cent of the syllabus can be 
taught to chilclren by the modern aids.

He doubted, not without justification 
wlıether the State would spend more 
money on Ihis twenty per cent than ou 
the other eighty per cent.
